The earliest known trade 
union composed of journeym en 
was 
the New York Society of Journeym en 
Shipwrights, 
which 
was legally 
in­ 
corporated in 1803 
I nions of tailors 
and carpenters were organized in the 
metropolis in 1806 and a union of hat 
ters cam e into existence in 1819 
The first crusade on the [»art of or 
ganlzed labor w a s for a ten-hour w ork­ 
day 
In the spring of 1*40 President 
Van Buren issued a proclamation es­ 
tablishing the ten hour day on all gov 
em inent work, but it was several years 
later ere anything approaching a com 
plete victory was won in the private 
establishm ents of the country. 
The 
year 1851 saw another im portant ad 
vance in th** labor movement, nantelv 
the formation of the first, 
national 
union by the handing together of vari­ 
ous local organizations. 
The printers 
were the pioneers in this progressive 
step and were shortly followed by the 
iron molders. 
For some years those 
two classes of artisans wen* alone in 
their advanced position hut with ihe 
civil war and its significant proclama 
tion abolishing 
slavery a spur was 
given to the cause of organized labor 
and in 1864 the National C igarm akers’ 
union was formed. 
The Bricklayers 
and Masons’ International union came 
into existence soon after and before 
many m onths had elapsed several o th­ 
er classes of toilers had taken the de­

The g n a t panic of 1873 gave some-! 
thing of a setback to organized labor' 
for the reason that with the shuttingl 
down of m anufactories and the suspen 
sion of work generally m any toilers 
w ere unable to pay their dues and in 
some instances local unions w ere com ­ 
pelled to disband for lack of funds 
With the advent of som ew hat better 
timos organized labor gradually took 
a new lease of lift* and there was nur 
tured that spirit of expansion which 
led up to the organization of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor in the year 
1881. 
In discussing the m atter th e other 
day President Sam uel Gompers, head 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and th e most powerful labor leader 
in th** world, pointed out that the de­ 
velopment of trades unionism in this 
country may be 
classified, 
broadly 
speaking, in three successive periods 
The first of these intervals saw the 
rise of the local unions of various 
kinds: the second period was charac­ 
terized by the inception of the idea 
of the national union; and finally the 
third era in which we are now living 
has witnessed the amalgam ation of 
these national unions into the all-pow­ 
erful federated body.
